“I wish my stand in regard to the 
administration of relief to be clear- 
ly understood; that while there 
must be a regard for the taxpayers 


and for the finances of the various | 


governments responsible, there 
must at the same time be an appre- 
ciation of the needs of those who 
are unfortunate enough to be forced 
‘on relief. 

“Further, that there shall be no 
harshness or crude dealing with 
anyone, It is unfortunate that the

If there are 
any officials in the department who 
are crude or unduly harsh or unap- 
preciative of the matters with 
which they are dealing, then I shall 
be glad to take action and remove 
such official from the service, I 
shall never, however, sacrifice an 
official unless, in my opinion, such 
action is merited.”

HITLER JOINS 
GREAT BRITAIN 
IN PEACE PACT

German Attitude is Not 
Doubted—Italy’s Posi- 
tion is in Question

BERLIN, Feb. 22—Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler will join forces with 
Great Britain in a supreme effort to

A FORBIDDEN SUBJECT 

The question of reciprocity with the United 
States was summarily and quietly killed in 
parliament on Monday. 

A Liberal member in the House of Commons 
presented a resolution urging negotiations look- 
ing to the framing of a reciprocity treaty. 
Premier Bennett moved an amendment praising 
the efforts of his Government in that direction 
—and proceeded to talk until the hour for ad- 
journment. 

That sends resolution and amendment to the 
bottom of the order sheet, where they will sleep 
peacefully until the session ends and die with 
proroguation. 

The action of the Premier speaks louder than 
the words of his resolution. His amendment 
might or might not have cartied; it probably 


would have carried. But he did not risk a 
cleavage among his followers by allowing it to 
go to a vote Taking the floor immediately 


after the mover of the original resolution, he 
talked against the clock, and won, thereby pre- 
venting a vote and shelving the subject for an- 
other year. 

The inference plain. The head 
government does not often shut off discussion 
and stall a vote unless he foresees a split in the 
ranks of his followers. The solid Conservative 
majority may still be solid, but the Premier is 
not giving his supporters a chance to air their 
views on the subject of what he has done and 
might do to secure entry for Canadian products 
into the United States,

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So far as it went, Sir Henry Drayton's 
speech before the Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce on Wednesday was an excellent contri- 
bution towards governmental economy. Its fault 
was that it didn’t go far enough. 

True, the burden of taxation is far too heavy 
—especially on the owner of land, whose prop- 
erty is frequently non-productive of income. 
In the light of the depressed condition of the 
west, the increase of legislation costs from 64 
million dollars in 1913-14 to 117 million dollars 
last year is indefensible. Education costs, which 
leaped in the same period fro. illions to 
178 millions, are excessive for a meagre popu- 
lation such as ours, especially as Uncle Sam 
no longer holds the door open for Canadian 
university graduates educated for flight. 

Nor can one defend the system of overlap- 
ping departments whereby Canada and the 
provinces maintain ten different departments of 
agriculture and no fewer than six different 
statistical staffs. 

But more than a paring of these expendi- 
tures down to the 1913-14 figures is needed. To 
dismiss civil servants and teaching staffs galore 
would only swell the list of the unemployed. 
To empty the universities of the too-numerous 
youths being trained for non-existent white 
collar jobs would only add to the numbers of 
idle youth for whom a Biblical character alone 
seems concerned in finding work. Until pro- 
ductive work is provided, it would only imeai 
taking people off one public payroll to put them 
on another at a reduced rate of pay, and em- 
phasize more acutely the miserable condition 
in which hundreds of thousands of people are 
living in western Canada. 

What Canada needs is productive work at 
fair wages for her people. That predicates a 
supply of money for enterprise at low interest 
rates, and a raising of commodity ‘prices 
through reflation to where they were four years 
ago when most of our farm debts were con- 
tracted, 

Without 
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question, Canada today is over- 
governed, It's civil services are overstaffed for 
the present depressed earning power of our 
people. To throw civil servants and teaching 
staffs out of work may relieve the taxpayer a 
trifle, but can cure the situation. The 
remedy goes deeper than that. Sir Henry with 
his great mental gifts and knowledge of finance 
is not ignorant of what that remedy is. 

Come again, Sir Henry, not adroitly to 
switch attention from our parlous condition to 
a side-grievance, but ledding a reform of our 
basic economic and financial system, so that we 
shall put our people to work, have money with 
which to pay taxes, and be able to invite others 
to swell.our population. With a return to nor- 
mal conditions there will be no need to chop 
Canadian services and culture down to the di- 
mensions of twenty years ago

OUR WONDERFUL DOLLAR 
Last year Edmonton had to pay a premium 
for the privilege of paying interest on its bonds, 
because the United States dollar was above par 
in Canadian money, This year Edmonton must 
pay a premium for the privilege of paying 
interest on its bonds, because the British pound 
above par in our currency.

Whether the United States dollar is up or 
the pound sterling is on top, amounts to the 
same thing so far as the Canadian taxpayer is 
concerned, He gets hit in the same place in 
either case. In the war of the currencies he is 
fated to pay the shot, which ever wins. 


Our wonderful dollar operates like a shell 
game. When the pound was down and we were 
selling wheat in Britain, it cheated us. And 
because the U.S, dollar was up and we paid in 
New York funds, it robbed us. Now that the 
pound is up and the U.S. dollar down we are 
selling less wheat in Britain and none in the 
United States. And when we must pay in 
London funds, the dollar robs lus again. 


Government and municipal bonds issued in 
Canada are commonly made payable in Mont- 
real, New York or London, at the option of the 
holder, The purpose of granting this option is 
to make it easier to sell the bonds in the United 
States or in Great Britain. But in practice, 
when an interest or principal payment falls 
due all the holders of the bonds demand pay- 
ment at the highest point, regardless of where 
the bonds are héld, Only in the event that the 
Canadian dollar ranked higher than the U.S. 
dollar and the pound could the bonds be paid 
in Canada dollar for dollar in Canadian cur- 
rency. And in that case our dear dollar would 
cheat the producer on his sales abroad—an in- 
direct penalty imposed on him as off-set to the 
privilege of paying his bond debts at par. 

The Minister of Finance says the best posi- 
tion for the Canadian dollar is half way be- 
tween the pound sterling and the U.S. dollar. 
It is; if the purpose is to keep down the pro- 
ceeds Canadian producers get for their products 
sold abroad, and to force them to pay premiums 
on their bond obligations both at home and 
abroad. 

The results would not be so disastrous if we 
had to pay premiums only on bonds actually 
held in New York or in London. It is a fair 
proposal that the resident of the United States 
or the resident of Great Britain should be paid 
in the same kind of money he paid for the 
bonds. But what justification is there for com- 
pelling Canadian taxpayers to pay at the rate 
of New York funds or London funds to a Cana- 
dian bond-holder who bought his securities 
with Canadian dollars, not with U.S. dollars or 
with British pounds? 

That is simply permitting the Canadian 
bond-holder to exploit the Canadian taxpayer, 
under false pretences. What peculiar merit 
attaches to the Canadian bond-holder, or what 
crime has the Canadian taxpayer committed, 
that the one should be enriched and the other 
penalized because the pound happens to be 
dearer or cheaper than the United States dollar? 

The Canadian holder of a Canadian bond 
should get paid, dollar for dollar, in Canadian 
currency, and not a cent more; however far 
President Roosevelt may depress the U. S. 
dollar in terms of pounds sterling, or hoWvever 
far Britain may again depress its pounds in 
terms of U.S. dollars.

The Passing Show |The Art of Being Kind | SIDE GLANCES - By ri 2 Clark

Sitting at lunch yesterday with that debonair 
Knight Bachelor, Sir Henry Drayton, P.C., K.C., 
and listening to his address on the need for 
governmental economies, opened the floodgates 
of memory. On many occasions in our diverse 
modes of public service our paths had crossed 
in the past thirty years. Still 
the same smiling personifica- 
tion of bland affability, the 
flight of time and the stress 
of service seem to leave him 
unscathed. So far as physical 
and mental fitness are con- 
cerned, he can still be num- 
bered among the young men 
of promise, despite his sixty- 
odd years. 

It is exactly thirty years 
J. S. Cowper — ago since I saw Harry Dray- 
ton inducted into office as County Crown At- 
torney for York, Ontario, As the city of To- 
ronto is in the county of York, the work in- 
cluded a vast amount of criminal prosecution. 
His genial presence and deferential manner 
misled many a voluble or obdurate witness, 
oblivious of the deadly nature of his questions 
so amiably asked. 

A few years more and he was made a K.C. 
and appointed corporation counsel for the city 
of Toronto, in which capacity he once “devilled” 
for me in an amusing case—if I can find time 
to tell about it. 
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I once saw Harry Drayton rouse the ire of 
the late thunderous George Tate Blackstock, 
K.C., by his bland pertinacity. It was before 
the Railway Board, presided over by Judge Ma- 
bee. Blackstock was appearing as counsel for 
the railways and Drayton for the city of To- 
ronto, Unable to keep calm under the skillful 
pleading of Mr. Drayton, Blackstock broke the 
argument by bellowing out with fire in his 
eyes and thunder in his voice, “Great sport for 
my learned friend, hunting these corporation 
tigers through the tangled jungles of municipal 
inbecility.” 

Another year or so, and on the death of Mr. 
Justice Mabee, the young corporation counsel 
was appounted to the Chairmanship of the Rail- 
way Board, and in due course was knighted. 
The remainder of his public career is well 
known—his work as a member of the Drayton- 
Smith-Ackworth Commission on railroad prob- 
lems (which preceded his appointment to the 
Railway Board) and his war work as Power 
Commissioner under the War Measures Act, 
leading to his selection as Minister of Finance 
in the Borden and Meighen governments. 


The time Sir Henry “devilled” for me, I was 
a reporter on the Toronto Globe, and he was 
Corporation Counsel. The street railways were 
owned then by a private company, managed by 
“Bob” Fleming, former city controller. There 
was nothing too big and nothing too small for 
the company to attempt in its gouging of the 
public. 

Night fares, after midnight, were ten cents 
cash. After awhile I noticed that a street car 
for the late theatre and newspaper crowd, 
scheduled to leave the centre of the city on its 
way east at 11:55, was held back for several 
minutes till the city hall clock struck twelve, 
when it proceeded to Yonge Street to pick up 
the crowd. 

It was bad enough to be delayed five min- 
utes, but when the conductor refused to accept 
a ticket and stuck his coffee-pot contraption 
under my nose and demanded ten cents cash, 
it was more than I felt like standing. 
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The first night when I refused to pay, the 
car was stopped for my ejectment outside the 
car offices. The cathedral clock close by, oblig- 
ing late, pealed out the stroke of twelve as we 
argued. This confirmed my refusal and sup- 
ported my argument that those who paid were 
“suckers.” I wrote an amusing story for The 
Globe, not disclosing that I was the young man 
protester, and for a few nights rode free. Each 
time the police were called to remove me I 
would produce a copy of the bylaws, to show 
that a passenger refusing to pay could not be 
ejected, but must be summoned in the police 
court. 

I'd climbed a lamppost and made sure, that 
the car schedules supported my argument. 
When Manager Fleming sent for a reporter to 
give The Globe the company’s side of the case, 
I took the assignment. Fleming didn’t know I 
was the protester. When I asked, by way of 
confirming his statement, for a view of the 
schedules, he pleaded an engagement and 
handed me over to his secretary. His secretary, 
after some evasion, without blinking an eye- 
lash, assured me that the head office had no 
schedules, 

When at last I was summoned, the Press 
Club treated it as a sort of Roman holiday. I 
asked for an adjournment, a subpoena for the 
street railway manager and the production of 
the car schedules, announcing my intention to 
make it a test case, On the second occasion, the 
company solicitor gave way to company coun- 
sel. In the dock I had a pile of lawbooks. With 
the help of the present Sir Henry, who had 
looked up the law for me on the Privy Council 
omnibus case, I announced my readiness to 
argue the legal point as to whether a car which 
starts as a day car becomes ex instantio a night 
car on the effluxion of time or retains its char- 
acter to the end of its run—as well as argue the 
question of fact. Counsel asked for an adjourn- 
ment, 

By this time the thing had got to be a joke. 
The Press Club had a lot of cartoons prepared, 
showing myself as “Citizen Cowper” in Dr. 
Munyon-like attitudes, defending the public 
rights. D. L. McCarthy, K.C., appeared for the 
company at the third hearing. The Press Club 
members filled the press box. As I entered 
the dock a shower of coins—all copper ones— 
for the defence fund greeted me, The comic 
element was too much for learned counsel, 
whether he had come to argue the point of 
law or not. He obtained leave to withdraw the 
prosecution on payment of costs, and the splen- 
did argument Sir Henry had aided me with 
went unheard 

, 

It was a great victory for the Press Club, 
which tendered me a banquet, with a lantern 
exhibition showing apocryphal scenes in “Citi- 
zen” Cowper's life. The episode ended with my 
sending the sheriff's officer to seize a street car

Being 
kind to an older member of the family is to try 
to understand that person's point of view and 
to sympathize with it. Undoubtedly, old people 
are more hurt by unkind acts or words than we 
mav realize. Being kind to young men or 
young women is teaching them the best way to 
get ahead by personal effort. Help them to 
learn some useful work which will really make 
them able to stand on their own feet. 

Being kind to the neighbors is a very vital 
part of the art of kindness. One of the ways to 
ngighborly kindness is to be careful to turn 
your radio down low at night, so that your 
neighbor is not annoyed by a loud racket from 
the radio. .

A Day in Canadian History 


OUR FIRST POSTMASTER 
GENERAL 

On this date, in 1851 Canada’s 
first postmaster general was ap- 
pointed, though as a matter of 
fact he had at that time no post 
office to administer. For years 
the people of Canada had agitated 
for postal autonomy; at last it 
had been granted and it is pre- 
sumcd that when James Morris 
was called to the executive coun- 
cil as postmaster general the idea 
was that the time intervening be- 
tween the day of his appointment 
and April 6, the date of the actual 
transfer from the British Post 
Office, should be devoted to or- 
ganization. The transfer to Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick did 
not come until three months later 
In Nova Scotia the postmaster 
gencral was never a member of 
the government but a subordinate 
official; in New Brunswick the 
same principle was followed until 
1855 when its postmaster general 
became a minister, 

Postal progress in the Province 
of Canada was remarkable; in 
the first twelve months the post

Bonds are procurable for as low 
as $1.25 per $1,000.00 bond on a 
group basis. Surely this is not 
prohibitive. It could be a grad- 
uated schedule according to the 
volume of business handled. 

Third—-Is it because many fear 
they will not be able to procure 
a bond? (I did hear that this was 
an objection). If a person can 
procure a bond it is a compliment 
to him If he cannot procure a 
bond the sooner the public knows 
it the better. 

A school secretary, municipal 
secretary or cashier does not con- 
sider it an insult to be bonded; 
would anyone say these men were 
not honorable? 

Had the principle, that bonding 
implies been applied to our whole 
economic structure the world 
Would not today be in the un- 
happy state it is, 

I think the public has a right to 
demand a reasonable safeguard,

Gov't. Control r 
Of Hatcheries 
Being Mooted 


Probability of an act to control 
commercial hatcheries being intro- 


duced into the legislature at the 
current session was mooted in gov- 
ernment circles on Wednesday. 

Such an act will be brought into 
parliament at its current session, 
and if approved, enabling legisla- 
tion will be brought into effect here 
and in Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
as well. 

The proposed act provides that 
commercial hatcheries operating in 
the province will have to be ap- 
proved by the Dominion Agricult- 
ure department and licensed to op- 
erate. They will be required to set 
eggs only from flocks approved by 
the department. 

All advertising also will be scrut- 
inized. The act will not be directed 
toward farmers setting smal! quan- 
tities of their own eggs. 

There are at present 20 hatcheries 
in Alberta, setting 600,000 eggs 
every three weeks, from February 
1 to June 1, There are also 85,000 
hens in this province approved

To 
prevent this, let the fowl stand in 
cold water for one hour before 


cooking. 
Be sure to maintain a low tem- 
perature throughout the entire 


cooking period. Begin to cook the 
fowl at a low temperature and 


keep the heat moderate. Too often 
old poultry is hard and dry even 
after several hours cooking be- 
cause it was started to cook at too 
high a temperature, Whether it is 
to be roasted or stewed the advant- 
ages of a low temperature must be 
remembered.

Out of the total of $43,415,549, the 
Saskatchewan relief commission ad- 
ministered the expenditure of 
$22,927,160.94. The remainder, $20,- 
488,388.21 was spent through various 
government departments. 

The largest of these expenditures 
through a regular government de- 
partment was in highways, where 
a total of $8,320,273.64 is listed for 
relief, the largest item being $6,754,- 
936.50 for the fiscal year of 1931-32. 

Direct relief, expended both 
through the relief commission and
